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Watergate Probers 
Hear Testimony 


On Payoffs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former 
Nixon campaign aide Frederick C. 
LaRue testified today that he, former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and ousted 
White House Counsel John W. Dean III 
were all aware of a “grand cover-up 
scheme” to hide the facts behind the 
Watergate wiretapping. 
I^Rue told the Senate Watergate 
com m ittee that when he sought 
Mitchell’s advice in March of this year 
whether to make a $75,000 payment to 
one of the Watergate lawyers, Mitchell 
knew the money was part of the cover­ 
up. 
Under questioning by Sen. Daniel K. 
Inouye, D-Hawaii, the bespectacled 
Mississippian continued to peel back, 
dollar by dollar, the story of the pay­ 
offs in the Watergate cover-up. 
LaRue also said that the $12,000 he 
took from White House and campaign 
funds didn’t completely cover his own 
personal expenses in carrying cover- 
up cash. 
Inouye asked I .a Rue what Dean 
knew about the $75,000 payment. “He 
knew it was part of a grand cover-up 
scheme?” Inouye asked. 
‘‘I think that would be a safe 
assumption,” I^aRue said. 
Q. Were you aware? 
A. Yes sir. 
Q. Was Mitchell aware this was part 
of the grand cover-up scheme? 
A. I would say, Senator, that that is a 
correct assumption. 
The $75,000 payment was the last one 
I^aRue said he made. He said he gave 
it to William O. Bittman, lawyer for 
Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard 
Hunt, shortly before Hunt was 
sentenced on March 23 for his part in 
the break-in at Democratic national 
headquarters. 
LaRue said Dean, who had helped 
direct earlier payments to Bittman

Archibald Cox conferred with Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo., who chaired 
closed hearings of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee into an alleged 
administration effort to involve the 
Central Intelligence Agency in the 
Watergate cover-up. 
Cox’s office refused to comment on 
the prosecutor’s trip to Capitol Hill. 
Meanwhile, the committee waited 
for President Nixon to announce 
whether he will voluntarily surrender 
copies of tape-recorded conversations 
he had with several of the principal 
figures in the Watergate affair. 
And, it was reported that the White 
House has obtained two sworn 
statements that President Lyndon B. 
Johnson installed hidden microphones 
and telephone taping devices in the 
White House. 
“My hopes are great, my ex­ 
pectations are small,” Chairman Sam 
J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., told reporters 
Wednesday when asked about the 
expected reply from Nixon. 
“I don’t know when my patience will 
run out,” Ervin said. “I have a sweet 
disposition.” 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., 
the vice chairman, was asked the 
same question and replied: “Not only 
hasn’t the mountain moved, it hasn’t 
quivered.” 
I^aRue testified that he could not 
back up former Atty. Gen. John N. 
MitcheU’s claim to have vetoed plans 
for electronic surveillance of the 
Democratic National Committee 
offices in the Watergate. 
And I^aRue, a friend, staff adviser 
and campaign associate of the 
President, said that shortly after the 
Watergate arrests on June 17,1972, he 
had heard Mitchell tell campaign aide 
Jeb Stewart Magruder he burned 
incriminating files. 
But most of IxiRue’s afternoon of 
testimony concerned the payments he 
channeled last fall and winter to the 
lawyers and families of the seven men 
charged in the watergate break-in. 
LaRue inherited the job after 
Nixon’s personal lawyer, Herbert W. 
Kalmbach, found it so distasteful that 
he asked to be relieved of it, according 
to testimony. 
Using the code name, “Mr. Baker,” 
LaRue 
said 
he 
continued 
the 
payments, drawing in part on a 
$350,000 White House fund. 
I^aRue has pleaded guilty to one 
count of conspiracy to obstruct justice 
and in a prepared statement he told the 
committee: “I am fully aware now 
that what I did was wrong, both 
morally and legally.” 
He also testified that G. Gordon 
Liddy, the campaign aide who 
organized the W atergate bugging 
team, offered to lay down his life if 
necessary to prevent the uncovering of 
the operation and the damage that it 
might cause to Nixon’s reelection 
campaign. 
LaRue said, “Mr. Liddy assured us 
he would never reveal any information 
about this in the course of any 
investigation, even if it led to him, but 
if we were not satisfied with that as­ 
surance, that even though he was 
personally or morally opposed to 
suicide, that if we would instruct him 
to be on any street corner at any time 
we could have him assassinated.” 
Uddy’s offer to permit himself to be 
murdered was never taken seriously, 
I^aRue testified. 
However, Liddy, who was convicted 
in the Watergate trial and is now in 
prison, has never told his Watergate 
story to investigators. 


WASHINGTON (API — Americans 
ire facing significantly higher food 
prices now that President Nixon has 
lifted the price freeze from the food 
industry as part of his Phase 4 anti­ 
inflation program. 
Only beef remains subject to strict 
price ceilings, and then only until Sept. 
12. Lifting the freeze from the food 
industry was Nixon’s first move into 
his new Phase 4 wage and price 
controls system. 
Non-food items will remain under 
the provisions of the 60-day freeze 
announced June 13 by Nixon, until its 
expiration Aug. 12. At that time non­ 
food goods will become subject to 
Phase 4 regulations. 
There will be price ceilings for 
gasoline, heating oil and diesel fuel 
under Phase 4, and big business will be 
required to 
absorb 
some 
of 
its 
increased costs by cutting down on 
profit margins 
The President said in a statement 
issued Wednesday: “There is no way, 
with or without controls, to prevent 
substantial rise of food prices.” 
“ The 
evidence 
is 
becoming 
overw helming that only if a rise of food 
prices is permitted now can we avoid 
shortages and still higher prices 
later,” he said. 
Prices are likely to increase the 
most in the next few days for poultry 
and pork products, and fresh fruits and 
vegetables, all of which were reported 
to be severely pinched by the price 
freeze. 
The President said he would do 
“everything in my power” to end wage 
and price controls by the end of the 
year, but said he did not think it wise to 
set a specific date for lifting controls. 
With President Nixon in Bethesda

—The new ceiling prices for gasoline 
and the gasoline octane rating must be 
posted on service station pumps after 
they take effect Aug 12. 
The objective of Phase 4 was stated 
as “to moderate the rate of inflation 
existing during the first six months of 
1973 w ith a minimum adverse effect on 
supply.” 
Inflation was increasing at an 
annual rate of about 9.2 per cent a year 
at the time the freeze was imposed 
June 13. with food prices increasing at 


the virtually unprecedented rate of 
22.4 per cent. 


Shultz told newsmen the ad­ 
ministration would make no new 
forecast for inflation or the increase in 
food prices. 


“We have not tried to make a precise 
estimate. Our record in trying to 
forecast food prices leaves you a little 
humble,” he said, drawing laughter 
from reporters. 
Nixon said in his statement that the 
increase in prices should be less in the 
second half of this year than in the first 


half, and that by next year, “we should 
be able to achieve a much more 
moderate rate of inflation.” 


The ITesident also said he will aim 
for a balanced budget of $268.7 billion 
in fiscal 1974. To meet this goal, he 
said, a number of civilian government 
employes will have to lie cut from the 
federal payroll. 


However, the administration plans 
to increase the staff of the Cost of 
Living Council and the Internal 
Revenue Service by about 1,200 to 
enforce Phase 4.

House OKs Tough Abortion Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
representatives have approved a tough 
new abortion bill making physicians 
criminally liable for taking the life of a 
fetus alive at the time of birth. 
The vote Wednesday was 76-20 after 
more than three hours of debate that 
included quotations from the Bible and 
charges that the Catholic Church was 
attempting “to impose its dictates and 
will on the populace.” 
In other action during a marathon 
day and night floor session, the House 
voted 76-12 to give a tax break to 
owners 
of 
property 
used 
for 
recreational purposes. It added an 
amendment, however, that denies the 
break to country club operators and 
others who discriminate on the basis of 
sex, race, religion, or national origin. 
The tax proposal, which would go 


before voters in the November 
election, would authorize assessment 
of land used excusively for outdoor 
recreation on the basis of its current 
use. Presently, the assessments are on 
the basis of market value. 
House sponsors said the proposal 
would be a companion of one already 
on the ballot that gives the same lower 
assessment to lands used exclusively 
for farming. In both instances, the 
forgiven taxes would be receovered on 
sale of the land or its conversion to 
another use.

amendment. 
House Judiciary Chairman Arthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, sponsored the 
aboition bill, which he said resulted 


from recommendations of the Catholic 
Conference of Ohio and three months 
of deliberations 
in 
the 
Judiciary 
Committee. 


A decision last February by a U.S. 
District Court invalidated Ohio’s 141- 
year-old law prohibiting abortions. 
Wilkowski said since records are not 
now required, “Wholesale slaughter 
could be taking place around the 
state.” 


Some 
opponents 
claimed 
the 
measure cannot meet court tests. 
Others—including Rep. Harry J. 
I^ehman, D-16 Shaker Heights—said 
the bill would create a dilemma among 
judges seeking 
to 
interpret such 
language as “a fetus born alive.” 
Rep. Frank H. Mayfield Jr., R-65 
Cincinnati, was of IO Republicans who 


opposed the bill, charged that its 
“Catholic sponsors” were opposed to 
abortion for any reason. He asserted it 
is wrong “ for one church to seek to 
impose its dictates and will upon the 
populace.” 


Mayfield was ruled out of order by 
the .speaker after shouts of protests 
around the chamber. 
Rep. M. Joan Douglass, R-61 
Mansfield, offered an unsuccessful 
amendment that would have made the 
fathers of children lost through 
abortions liable to six months in jail 
and a $1,000 fine, or both. 


In other business, the House passed 
and sent to the Senate bills to: 
—Revise the reserve requirements 
of building and loan associations. 
—Allow game protectors to make 


arrests on Division of Wildlife lands 
and making other revisions in wildlife 
laws, including an increase from $5 to 
$10 for deer and wild turkey hunting 
licenses. 


—Make certain changes in the 
administrative structure of the Ohio 
Youth Commission. 
- Require township participation in 
annexation proceedings. 


—Provide for tem porary liquor 
permits at resort areas designated by 
the Department of Economic and 
Community Development. 
—Enter Ohio in the Interstate 
Library Compact. 
The House added its approval to a 
Senate measuring increasing the size 
of an estate that may be administered 
without probate from $5,000 to $10,000.

CAIRO (A P) — The proposed 
m arriage of Egypt and Libya faced 
new strains today as Cairo barred 
thousands of Libyan “unity m archers” 
from the country. 
Cairo Radio said Hafez Ghonem, 
secretary-general of Egypt’s ruling 
Arab Socialist Union, had visited Col. 
Muammar Khadafy, the leader of the 
Libyan government, on Wednesday. It 
said Ghonem had arranged for the long 
procession to stop today at Mersa 
M atruh, on the L ibyan-E gyptian 
border west of Alexandria. 
A delegation of IOO was to go on to 
Cairo with a message to Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat written in 
blood and calling for early realization 
of the planned m erger of the two 
neighboring Arab states. 
The Libyans set out Tuesday for the 
Egyptian capital, and more than 2,000 
vehicles

motorcade by the time it reached 
Benghazi, on the northeast coast of 
Libya. But Sadat said the procession

union” and he would not be pressured

Sadat in a message to Khadafy 
assured him Egypt is committed to 
eventual union with Libya. But he

founded, disposal of sewage 
and refuse was no serious 
problem. It was dumped in the 
streets where it eventually was 


washed 
away 
by 
rain. 
As 


civilization 
progressed 
( and 


with it the population count} 
channels along the roadside 
were added to help flush the 
debris away. 


Descriptions of cities well 


into the modern era tell of 
garbage heaped high in the 
main streets of Paris and 
London, of sewage pitched out 
of the windows into the streets, 
of the unbearable stench and 
the great hazards of city 
streets 


As populations continued to 


expand 
and 
scientific 


knowledge 
advanced, 
the 


sanitary 
aspects 
of 
such 


disposal — not to speak of the 
aesthetic — forced urban areas 
to install sewers underground 
leading into the nearest stream 
for efficient disposal. Sewers 
became as much a mark of 
civilization as highways and 
tall buildings. 
The trouble was, however, 


that 
populations 
kept 
on 


growing. As a result, rivers and 
streams became the equivalent 
of the open sewers of another 
time. 
The U.S. has made a great 


progress in installing modern 
sewage disposal plants, but 
much more needs to be done. 
Most other nations are lagging 
far behind. 


One In A Hundred 


Probably a number of minor 


calamities befall the average 
American family in the course 


of a year, so such averages 
may not be meaningful. But 
one of every IOO American 
homes struck by fire each 


year? This is significant, and 
deadly. 
That is the record compiled 


by the National Commission on 


Fire Prevention, one of those 
safety-related organizations of 
volunteers which would like 


nothing better than to work 
itself out of a job. No such luck 
appears on the Am erican 
horizon. 


More than 12,000 deaths and 


$3 billion in property damage 
each year from fires tells only 
the grimmest part of the story. 


The human 
suffering, 
lives 


disrupted, homes destroyed 
and additional 
thousands of 


victims of burns add much 
more to the real cost. 
The foremost cause of home 


fires (57 per cent)is smoking. 
Prevention at that point is a 
good place to start for the 
homeowner who wants to be as 
sure as he can that his home 
will not be the one in a hundred. 


Does Childhood Exist? 


A new magazine called Cricket has 
just been launched, designed for 
children from 6 through IO, or perhaps 
12. The rationale is enormously at­ 
tractive: that there exists such an 
audience for poems, stories and high 
quality art. This is not only an in­ 
teresting publishing venture but also 
one that will tell us a good deal about 
the present state of American culture. 
the sponsors of the magazine, 
Blouke and Marianne Carus of ta 


Salle, 111., have a lot going for them. A 
few years ago, their Open Court pub­ 
lishing company designed an ele- 
mentary-school reading program 
based on genuine literature, instead of 
Dick and Jane, plus sophisticated 
teaching methods. By every objective 
index this has been an enormous 
success. The Caruses’ primal insight 
was one of essential decency. They 
thought that we should not condescend 
to elementary school children, they 
hypothesized that what we would find 
boring the children would also find 
boring. 
Pedagogically, this insight has 
proved correct. 


The new children’s magazine is 
based on another primal insight, viz., 
that there are powerful anti-reading 
trends at work in American culture 
(true), that it is terribly important for 
these to be resisted (true), and that 
they can be resisted by literature 
properly selected (to be decided). 
Hence Cricket. 
The anti-reading forces are easy to 
define. Reading is a private activity, 
connected with individualism. Earlier 
communal cultures, such as Homer’s 
or Beowulf’s, had a purely oral and 
ceremonial literature. Actually sitting 
down and adding something is a 
middleclass and recent thing, really 
becoming widespread in the 18th and 
18th centuries. All of the “communal”

and “ group" tendencies of progressive 
education go against it. life in the 
progressive classroom is terribly 
public: “ interaction,” “ adjustment,” 
and so on are the watchwords. Ten- 
year-olds today work on group 
“ projects” rather than solitary 
reading ventures. 
More profoundly, the question is now 
up as to whether childhood really 
exists any longer as a separate 
category, for childhood itself was a 
middle-class invention, did not in fact 
come into being until the middle of the 
18th century. 
If you look at Renaissance or 
medieval portraiture, you realize that 
those earlier epochs did not really look 
at, see, children. There, in the 
foreground, is the Duke or the Knight. 
At his side is his heir: a little man, 
dressed to resemble an adult, com­ 
plete with little sword. Legs and head 
are in adult proportion, rather than in 
the very different childhood ones. 
School curricula were designed ac­ 
cordingly. Children were interesting 
and significant only as potential 
adults. 
The middle class discovered child­ 
hood, or invented it. The record is elo­ 
quent in, for example, Wordsworth’s 
poetry — or in the American 19th- 
century celebration of the barefoot boy 
with cheek of tan. This cultural 
revolution was deeply involved with 
the middle-class family, with op­ 
timism, and with individualism. 
But do children exist in 1973? Adult 
concerns have been forced ever fur­ 
ther back down into the lower grades, 
where “ children” are Invited to com­ 
ment on the world’s problems. An 
enormous amount of raw information 
pours out over television. Manners 
have begun to change. Ten-year-olds 
wear brassieres. Twelve-year-olds 
date. Fifteen-year-olds are on the pill. 
Neither the Caruses nor Cricket 


editor Clifton Fadiman think that this 
is the whole story. 
The response to this magazine will 
tell us a good deal about whether child­ 
hood still exists as a separate state of 
being, or whether children have 
merely become “ junior citizens.”

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Latter L. Coleman, M D. 


One of the most gratifying ex­ 
periences in my total practice of 
medicine occurred the other day. 
I received a letter from a family who 
said that they owed their lives to a 
suggestion I had made in one of my 
columns. 
Apparently they had followed my 
advice that fire drills in the home are 
as essential as fire drills in schools, 
factories or office buildings. 


Children today are protected against 
the 
crippling 
devastation 
of 
diphtheria, tetanus, polio, and other 
infectious diseases. 
The most complex medical and 
surgical advances are devoted to 
saving the life of a single child. 
It is such a paradox, therefore, that 
there still remains such a wanton 
waste of lives because of fires. 
This waste can be eliminated by 
concentration on the preventable 
causes of fire. Even with such effort, 
fires do occur. In such situations, 
proper fire drills can at least spare the 
lives of children and adults. 


It is absolutely essential that 
everyone in the home be prepared for a 
fire emergency. National and local fire 
prevention agencies have for years 
had educational campaigns designed 
to save lives in the home, the school, 
in office buildings and factories. 
There is no need to terrify anyone 
during fire drills. Children in the home 
can in fact learn the life-savings 
program almost as a game to insure 
their understanding of the need for 
protection. 
Each person in the family can be 


trained to take on his obligation should 
a fire occur. 
Exits through the doors, through the 
windows, with alternate routes can all 
be planned ahead. 
As children grow older, their 
oblication to younger children in the 
family gives them new respon­ 
sibilities. 
A good deal of information is 
available in pamphlets and booklets 
provided by your local Fire Depart­ 
ment. Your family will then know the 
importance of closing doors in certain 
situations, and how to curtail the 
spread of an early smoldering fire. 
Smoke is one of the greatest hazards 
in fire situations. In fact, smoke may 
be responsible for more deaths than 
fire itself. 
Instruction of the do’s and don’ts 
during fire are very exact and can 
readily be taught to children. 
Prevention of fires and the methods 
by which small fires can be ex­ 
tinguished are all part of this planned 
anti-fire program. 
A vast amount of money is spent on 
hospitals, medicines, and physicians in 
an effort to restore the health of a 
single member of the family. 
It is a paradox, therefore, that these 
families can rarely be induced to 
ferret out the danger spots and fire 
hazards that lie within the so-called 
“ Safety” of their homes. 
A life saved by preventive medicine 
is as significant as a life saved by 
heroic medical means. 
Fire prevention must then be classed 
as an important part of the total 
concept of Preventive Medicine.

It sounded ideal for someone whose 
thumb turns green only with envy at 
the gardening ability of others. 
Since a terrarium is virtually a 
closed container, the water simply 
recycles itself. Just stick it on the 
windowsill and watch it grow. 
Hah! 
There are umpteen different kinds of 
terrariums — terraria? Some are easy 
to eliminate. They cost too much — up 
to $85 for a big glass bowl and a hand­ 
ful of dirt. 
Having narrowed the price range I 
discovered other problems. Did I want 
a spherical terrarium or an egg- 
shaped one? How big an air hole should 
there be at the top? What kind of 
drainage stones should there be at the 
bottom? 
The problem was solved by the 
discovery of a kit that contained 
everything from dirt to seeds — a 
major factor since most of the 
terrariums did not include any sort of

Unfortunately, the six-page in­ 
struction booklet belied the claims of 
simplicity. One kind of seed had to be 
soaked for 24 hours before planting; 
the soil had to be prepared with 
exactly the right amount of water at 
exactly the right temperature. The 
seeds, none of which was bigger than a 
pin prick, had to be pressed into the 
soil just so, then covered with another 
layer of dirt — not too thick, mind you 
— and resprinkled. 
After scurrying about for measuring 
cup, thermometer and plenty of paper 
towel to clean up the mess I was sure to 
make, I approached the terrarium 
bowl with the care of a surgeon. I doled 
out two cups of 80-degree water, 
pressed the seeds carefully into the 
soil, discovering in the process that it’s 
very difficult to tell a seed from a piece 
of dirt. 
Finally the terrarium was planted 
and placed on the windowsill. But wait. 
The instruction booklet said the 
temperature had to be at least 70 to 80 
degrees. Out came the thermometer 
which registered 88 — uncomfortable 
for me, but at least the seeds should be 
happy. 
I watched and waited. The in­ 
structions said ungerminated seeds 
should be watered with one tablespoon 
of 80-degree water. It didn’t say how 
often, but every other day seemed to 
be a good compromise. 
When I woke up in the morning, I’d 
rush to peer at the terrarium. Coming 
home in the evening, I’d scurry to see 
if I could spot anything growing. 
Exactly eight days after my initial 
foray into gardening, patience was 
rewarded. Two tiny green sprouts 
appeared. Triumph! 
But would they grow? Did they need 
fertilizer? Were they getting too much 
sun? Should they be rewatered? 
The sprouts haven’t died yet. Of 
course they haven’t grown very much 
either. But I think I ’ve spotted a little 
bit of green on my thumb.

“Or if you go into a store to buy 
something that costs $500— not a 
luxury item but a necessity—and all 
the prices are the same, and then you 
find it cost only $60 to produce it, that 
has to tell you something,” he added. 


Brown indicated he was unhappy 
with the legislature for cutting his 
budget for the 1973-1975 biennium, and 
said the $200,000 cut means he won’t be 
able to do some of the things he wants 
to do. 
“ But we won t cut antitrust— 
that’s one of the top priorities,” he 
said.

Brown also noted that instead of 
having just one laboratory at london, 
Ohio, the bureau now has additional 
police labs at Fremont, Cambridge,

To America 


NEW YORK (AP) - American 
business estimates it needs to invest 
$22.3 billion - or 3.5 times what it is 
planning to spend this year - to bring 
existing facilities up to the present 
pollution control standards. This was 
the key finding of McGraw-Hill’s Sixth 
Annual Survey of Pollution Control 
Expenditures. 
“ This year’s total investment in 
pollution abatement will represent 5.9 
per cent, or $6.2 billion, of all capital 
spending — up from 5.1 per cent in 
1972,” reports Douglas Greenwald, 
McGraw-Hill’s chief economist. 
“ Total outlays in the anti-pollution 
area are expected to remain near the 6 
per cent mark into 1976,” he added.

Dog Leads Blind Owner 
In Obedience Trial Ratings 


NEW YORK (AP) - Toni Gardiner 
and her dog Charm might look the 
same as any other competitors in 
obedience trials for Golden Retrievers 
on IiOng Island 


There’s a big difference. Torn is 
blind, and Charm works most of the 
time in harness as her guide dog. 
Training Charm to temporarily put 
aside his guide dog behavior for show 
dog precision was the work of Miss 
Gardiner and her friend Laurie 
Doumaux. 
Mrs. Doumaux says working in 
obedience brought out a different facet 
of Charm’s personality. But first, she 
and Miss Gardiner had to see conflicts 
between guide and obedience dog 
behavior, and to avoid them. 
“ Golden Retrievers are versatile 
anyway,” Miss Gardiner added. 
“ There pre two behaviors for them, as 
guide dogs in and out of harness. And 
there are two other behaviors for 
Charm — obedience and guiding. 
When he is guiding me, he is pulling 
out, walking slightly ahead of me and 
telling me what obstacles there are. In 
obedience, he had to be at my heel, 
exactly.” 
The two women met at a dog show 
and talked about the possibility of 
obedience competition for Charm. 
Miss Gardiner consulted the director 
of the school where her dog was 
trained, and he okayed the project. 
“ All guide 
dogs are obedience 
trained,” Mrs. Doumaux said. “ They 
know the basic commands. The 
difference in getting a companion dog 
(CD) certificate for Charm was in the 
precision work. 
“Toni, for 
example, had some 
hesitation about walking across the 
yard in training, leaving Charm at the 
other end at Sit.’ And Charm didn’t 
like that at all. He disobeyed the 
command and ran alongside Toni in 
guide position, but eventually he 
understood what we expected, and 
waited and watched Toni walk across 
the ring.” 
Aside from obvious problems of the 
sightless, Miss Gardiner had difficulty 
with novice class requirements of a 
figure eight turn around two stewards. 
She couldn’t tell exactly where the 
stewards were because, blind since 
birth, she has only light perception. 


The American Kennel Club rules 
were interpreted to permit the 
stewards to speak several 
times 
during the turn, so that Toni would lie 
aware of where they were. 


“ Initially, people said getting a CD 
for Charm was a pipe dream,” Miss 
Gardiner said. “ They asked how I 
would maneuver. I feel strongly that if 
anyone at the 
AKC had 
been 
prejudiced about handicapped people, 
we would never have made it. But we 
were encouraged to participate.” 
“ Toni is the only totally blind person 
competing in obedience trials that we 
know of,” Mrs. Doumaux added. “ And 
Charm got his CD with a qualifying 
score in at least three trials under 
three different judges. 
“ It was a big work load for Charm,” 
she said. “ He would leave home with 
Torn and travel to my house by train. 
We would go to the park and work with 
him out of harness. Then we would 
have a play time, go to lunch or 
shopping and he would be back in 
guide harness. Tlien we would train 
again, and finally he would get back 
into harness for the trip home. He 
never showed the least sign of strain.” 
Mrs. Doumaux said working with 
Charm’s training was fascinating and 
rewarding. She has trained dogs for 
sighted handlers, and had wondered 
how it would work with a guide dog. 
Miss Gardiner and Charm won’t be 
able to advance to the higher degrees 
in obedience competition. Charm’s 
veterinarian says that the dog, at age 
7, is too old for jumping as high as 
competitive trials require. 
But the pair will try, instead to win a 
working certificate, a form of field 
work for retrievers, and Charm has 
already passed the first field test. 
Miss Gardiner, a rehabilitation 
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counselor at King’s Park State 
Hospital, says there are lots of things 
ahead for her and Charm, along with 
changing the way people look at guide 
dogs. 
“One of my pet peeves is people 
calling all guide dogs ’seeing eye 
dogs,’ which is just like a brand name, 
only one school that trains guide dogs 
out of many. Some people don’t even 
know guide dogs is the right term, and 
prevent them from entering hotels or 
restaurants where they are legally 
allowed to go,” she said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Groups 
concerned with mentally retarded 
Ohioans have threatened a lawsuit if 
state lawmakers do not approve a bill 
defining the rights of mentally 
retarded persons. 
The Ohio Association for Retarded 
Children and eight other groups said 
Wednesday they will file a court suit if 
a bill reforming the state’s mental in­ 
stitutional system is not approved by 
adjournment, or Aug. 3. 
“ Right now the conditions violate 
constitutional rights and basic human 
dignity of the people. If legislators fail 
to remedy the conditions, they must be 
remedied through the courts,” said Dr. 
James Gardner, chairman of the 
committee on Constitutional Care.

said 
the 
bill, currently 
in 
committee, would upgrade conditions 
in the institutions and protect “ human 
and legal rights” of mentally retarded 
persons under state care.

Speed In Rain 
Is Not Safe 


NEW YORK (A P) — Driving too fast 
in rain can put your car out of commis­ 
sion in other ways in addition to the ob­ 
vious danger of skidding, the Clark 
Equipment Trailer Division says pro­ 
fessional truck drivers report. 
First, the deluge from large puddles 
of water can soak wiring and other 
vital parts, causing your car to stall. 
Second, wet brake linings will cause 
uneven braking and maybe complete 
loss of stopping power. Third, mist 
droplets thrown off by vehicle wheels 
can become hazardous at 35 mph and 
positively blinding at 55 mph to follow­ 
ing and passing vehicles.

Ohioans Have Mixed Reaction To Phase 4 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The executive vice president of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation reacted 
to President Nixon s new Phase 4 price 
rules 
Wednesday 
with 
general 
approval and predictions of fast-rising 
food prices. 
But a supermarket chain condemned 
the regulations as more 
artificial 
restraints’’ and a labor leader 
predicted the effects of the program 
would be disastrous. 
C. William Swank of the Farm 
Bureau said that under Phase 4, the 
nation’s food supplies and 
prices 
should get back to normal. 
“However, I don’t think food prices 
will ever get back to as low as they 
were before,” he added. 
Swank said he didn’t feel food prices 
should be 
lowered to 
previous 
standards because “ food prices are 
just now starting to catch up with the 
rest of the economy.” 
He predicted food prices would rise 
15 or 20 per cent “as soon as it is legally 
possible,” and then level off about IO 
per cent over current prices by Oc­ 
tober. 
Swank said meat prices would 
depend on the cost of grain. “ If grain 
prices rise, farmers will sell grain 
rather than livestock,” he said. 
Swank had one criticism of the new 
price rules. 
“ I don’t understand the continued 
price freeze on beef. It only means that 
the public will be without beef for that 
much longer,” he said. 
He said Americans would have to 
give up other luxuries now because 
they will have to bid with the rest of the 
world for food. 
The Farm Bureau, represents about 
58.000 farm familes in the state. 
Under Phase 4, price increases will 
be permitted only when they reflect an 
actual dollar-for-dollar increase in the 
cost of raw agricultural products since 
June 8. 
Beef prices will remain frozen until 
Sept. 12, when manufacturers and 
processors will be allowed to pass on 
all cost increases on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis. 
The freeze will remain on other 
sectors of the economy until Aug. 12, 
when increases can only reflect actual 
cost hikes. 
The 5.5 per cent guideline on wages 
continues. 
The Kroger Co., headquartered in 
Cincinnati, 
predicted 
that 
the 
“ artificial restraints” will cause some 
products to disappear from store 
shelves. 
The company said those restraints 
would also prolong price increases 
which it said will be necessary if 
supermarkets are to stay in business. 
A spokesman for the company said 
the supermarket industry is already 
under stress because it is the only 
industry which has been consistently 
under strict controls and unable to 
pass along all its increased costs since 
August, 1971. 
“ With industry profits already at an 
all-time low of sixtenths of one penny 
per dollar of sales, there is no leeway 
to absorb continued 
increases in 
operating costs, for example taxes, 
wages and fuels,” Kroger said. 
Frank King, president of the Ohio 
AFI/-CIO, said Phase 4 will be a 
disaster. 
“ It’s another one of those hit and 
miss deals—they always hit the 
working man and miss the other guy,” 
he said. 
King said the real “ hooker” in the 
program is the provision for allowing 
price increases. 
“ Who determines what their costs 
are?” he asked. “ How can the working 
man know what their costs are?”

NEW YORK (AP) - The inability of 
the brokerage community to break 
with the past, despite assurances from 
members that the easy, mutually 
beneficial old club atmosphere has 
been eliminated, is demonstrated in 
current hearings.

The car makers don’t do that, of 
course, because one and all would 
accuse them of mutual handholding, of 
collusion for their own special reasons 
And why, asked the SEC, should the 
securities industry attempt that route? 
In theory, at least, the American 
system, which Wall Street claims to 
sell, is continually renewed by the 
success of the most productive and the 
removal of the least competitive.

Based on SEC testimony, it is 
evident that, in the securities industry, 
the survival of the fittest has been 
subordinated by the concept of class 
survival, At the moment, Needham 
suggested, competition would be 
deadly. 
Even without it, there is a haunting 
fear of death on Wall Street and its 
counterparts. Many firms are in a 


precarious position, and some deaths 
and a few mergers seem imminent. 
Sixty-eight New York Stock Ex­ 
change firms are under surveillance 
because of finances. The Securities 
Investor 
Protection 
Corp. 
is 
liquidating 87 other firms, although 
only one is a member of the Big Board. 
Even some of the larger houses that 
are well capitalized and not in any fear 
of extinction are bleeding badly. 
Paine, Webber, Jackson & Curtis this 
week reported a onequarter loss of 
$1.25 million. Shearson, Hamill and 
others are laying off help. 
If there is a scapegoat, it is the in­ 
vestor. If only those investors who 
stormed brokers a few years ago 
would return to the market there 
would be enough commissions for both 
the weak and the strong. 
And so the solution, opposed by the 
American Stock Exchange and some 
other groups, is to raise commissions 
in an attempt to save both the weak 
and the strong 
This technique, free enterprises 
believe, is what drives buyers away.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - In the 
matter of the White House tape 
recordings, 
Senate 
W atergate 
investigators are anxious to give 
history a head-start. President Nixon 
doesn’t appear interested in hurrying 
the process. 


The historic record is said to be the 
purpose of the system under which 
Nixon’s 
office 
and 
telephone 
conversations have been recorded 
automatically for more than two 
years. 
Alexander P. Butterfield, the former 
presidential aide who disclosed the 
recording system, said it was to 
preserve a record for posterity, for the 
Nixon Library. 
“The President was very conscious 
of that sort of thing,” he said. 
Nixon also is very conscious of the 
doctrine of executive privilege, saying 
he has a constitutional obligation to 
preserve the powers of his office by- 
m aintaining the confidentiality of 
presidential papers. 
The tape recordings are at issue now 
in the continuing dispute between the 


Senate panel and the White House over 
executive privilege. 
Nixon’s spokesman has compared 
the tapes to presidential documents, 
which Nixon has said the committee 
cannot have. 
And the President already has 
invoked the executive privilege 
doctrine to prevent Secret Service 
testimony about the tape recording 
system. 
What the committee is asking now is 
access to tapes of conversations 
relevant 
to 
the 
W atergate 
investigation. 
That 
would, 
for 
example, include the Sept. 15, 1972, 
meeting about which fired White 
House counsel John W. Dean III has 
testified indicated to him that the 
President was aware of the cover-up.

exchange

Watergate hearings underscores the 
problem raised by the tapes. It 
involved the White House papers the 
committee seeks. The question was 
raised by Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-

“Isn’t it a rule of evidence that when 
a person refuses to produce evidence 
within his power to produce that an 
inference may be drawn that the 
reason he does not produce it is 
because he knows it to be unfavorable 
to him?" Ervin asked. 


The witness was former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell. 
“This, I believe, is a rule of evidence 
in the courts of law,” Mitchell said. 
“When you are dealing with the 
separation of powers involving a 
President, I think it has to be looked at, 
perhaps, in a different light.” 


Court Upholds Fine 
For Disregarding Injunction 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Hamilton Court of Appeals ruling that 
held a Cincinnati municipal employes 
union in contempt of court for a 37-day 
strike was upheld Wednesday by the 
Ohio Supreme Court. 
The high court agreed with the 
appellate court’s finding that the 
original common pleas court was 
proper in levy ing a $37,000 fine against 
Cincinnati District Council 51 of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Employes. 
That action was taken when the 
strike continued after the court issued 
a permanent injunction against it Jan. 
6, 1970. 
But the Supreme Court reversed a 
portion of the earlier ruling which held 
the union was in contempt of an 
injunction 
while 
a 
tem porary 
restraining order was in effect Jan. 4 
and 5. 
The suit was brought by a taxpayer 
after the city apparently decided not to 
prosecute the case. 
The high court ruled that a trial 


court may permit a taxpayer and a 
citizen of a municipality to intervene in 
a contempt action brought by a mu­ 
nicipality against a union of city 
employes. The city had reportedly not 
intended to prosecute the case. 


In another ruling, the Supreme Court 
affirm ed 
a 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission of Ohio decision that 
approves construction of an electric 
transmission line through the city of 
Broadview Heights. 


John Csensich of Broadview Heights 
opposed the construction as a threat to 
the safety of the general public. The 
court held that the commission did not 
err in dismissing the complaint for 
lack of jurisdiction. 
The Supreme Court reversed a 
ruling by the Hamilton County Court of 
Appels which affirmed that Greenhills 
Corp., originally a non-profit chari­ 
table corporation whose profits were 
put in a public trust for the Greenhills, 
could now use profits for the benefit of 
shareholders.

Peace 


SAIGON I AF) — The departing chief 
of Canada's peacekeeping delegation 
in Vietnam said today he is optimistic 
that Moscow and Peking will exert 
their influence for peace in Vietnam to 
improve 
their 
relations 
with 
Washington. 


Ambassador Michel Gauvin left for 
Canada 12 days before his government 
pulls 
out 
of 
the 
International 
Commission 
of 
Control 
and 
Supervision. He said he is more 
optimistic about the prospects of peace 
in Vietnam than he was a month ago. 


“ This optimism is based on a 
number of assumptions which may 
prove wrong in the end,” said the 53- 
.>ear-old diplomat. “ However, I am 
inclined to believe the key to peace in 
Vietnam is in the hands of Moscow and 
Peking, who are both interested in 
bettering their relations with the 
United States. 
He criticized the two Communist 
members of the peace commission — 
Hungary and Poland — for refusing to 
condemn publicly the Viet Cong or the 
North Vietnamese for cease-fire 
violations. 
“ They say to us, ‘but you un­ 
derstand, it is impossible for us, it 
would not be 
understood 
in the 
Communist bloc countries,’” Gauvin 
reported. 
Gauvin is returning to his previous 
post, Canada’s ambassador to Greece. 
He had postponed his departure for 
two weeks because the Viet Cong were

Canadian 
officers 
captured in Communist territory. 
They were released last Sunday.

“ PII be 60 years old this summer, but 
I’m really excited about this new 
challenge,” Mrs. Starkweather said.

“ This is a tremendous field for 
women,” she said, “ but you must be 
motivated. To see if a gal has the guts 
and motivation for this work I tell her 
to go out and ask IO people what they 
think of the investment business.

House Passes 
Bill To Limit 
War Powers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
has ignored a veto threat by President 
Nixon and approved a bill that would 
require presidents to halt within four 
months any war commitments they 
make 
unless 
Congress 
grants 
approval. 


The bill was passed 244 to 170 after 
Nixon served notice by telegram that 
“ I am unalterably opposed to and must 
veto any bill containing the dangerous 
and unconstitutional restrictions” in it. 


The Senate could approve its own 
war powers bill Friday, setting the 
stage for an early showdown between 
Nixon and Congress. 
Nixon’s telegram was read to the 
House by Republican leader Gerald R. 
Ford, who objected to the bill saying it 
would let Congress force a war halt in 
120 days by “twiddling our thumbs” 
and doing nothing. 
“ If we don’t 
want 
a 
conflict 
continued the Congress should have 
the courage and the guts to stand up 
and vote against it,” Ford said. 
The bill also came under fire from 
the House’s most outspoken 
war 
critics, who contended it would give 
presidedents authority to wage war on 
their own for 120 days. 
“ I think there are enough loopholes 
in this bill to fly sorties of B52s 
through,” said Rep. Bella S. Abzug, D- 
Nixon specifically cited the bill’s two 
major features as the “ dangerous and 
constitutional restraints” he said he 
would have to veto. 
The first would require presidents to 
pull back any U.S. combat force 
commitments or force enlargements 
they made on their own in 120 days, 
unless Congress approved the com­ 
mitments by then. 
The second provides that Congress 
can order the war action halted any 
time during the 120 days with a House- 
Senate concurrent resolution that 
presidents could not veto.

Association commissioner when his 
contract expires on June I, 1975, says 
he has no intention of being a “lame- 
duck’’ czar in the next two years. 
“I won’t be a lame-duck, nor will I be 
a dead duck,” the affable Kennedy 
said at a news conference Wednesday 
in disclosing his future plans. ‘‘I hope 
to be a live goose.” 
Kennedy, commissioner since Sept. 
I, 1963, will help choose his successor 
in addition to tending to his duties as 
commissioner for the next two years. 
He and Ned Irish, president of the New 
York Knicks and a founder of the 
league since its inception in 1946 as the 
Basketball Association of America, 
have been named by the league’s 
owners as members of the screening 
committee to find a successor to the 
outgoing commissioner. 
Kennedy, who will be 62 when he 
retires, emphasized there was no 
pressure on him to relinquish his 
position, despite two published reports 
in the past two months that he would be 
fired. 


"I owe it to my family (his wife, 
three children and two grandchildren) 
to devote more time to them, to do 
more traveling, which I enjoy, and to 
do more work for the public service 
organizations 
of which 
I 
am 
a 
member,” he said. 
However, when he relinquishes his 
post as commissioner, the devoted 
Kennedy will not completely sever his 
ties with the NBA. He will be a con­ 
sultant for the league, at a salary in 
excess of $500,000 for IO years. 
Irish also said that the League's 
Board of Governors, at its meeting in 
Beverly Hills, Calif., late last month, 
had offered Kennedy an extension of 
his present five-year contract, but he 
rejected it.

Palestinian 
Guerrilla Grabs 
15 Hostages 


ATHENS (AP) — A heavily armed 
Palestinian held 15 hostages today at 
an Athens hotel, threatening to kill 
them if a Greek official were not 
turned over to him. 
The terrorist, who moments earlier 
tried unsuccessfully to break into the 
Israeli airline office here, demanded to 
be accompanied to Athens’ airport by 
Deputy Premier Stylianos Patakos. 
Patakos refused, according to a 
police official who quoted the deputy 
premier as saying: “I won’t negotiate 
with every bum around.’” 
By then the Libyan and Egyptian 
ambassadors had arrived at the luxury 
Amalia Hotel to talk to the gunman. He 
spoke only Arabic. 
The hostages included American 
guests in the hotel, 
two 
Greek 
policemen, a priest, some children and 
hotel employes. The Palestinian took 
40 persons hostage at the hotel ini­ 
tially, but released all but 15 of them. 
One of those freed 
was Mrs. 
Androniki 
Ezlambiadoi, 
70, 
of 
Wilmington, Del. 
The terrorist, who appeared to be in 
his late 20s, was armed with a 
submachine gun, two hand grenades 
and two revolvers. He fired a burst 
from his submachine gun, splattering 
the walls of the hotel lobby, but hit no 
one. 
‘‘I am not afraid to die,” the terrorist 
told Associated Press correspondent 
Philip Dopoulos. “I have no desire to 
live. After I shoot these people, I will 
pull the pin out of my hand grenade 
and kill myself and everyone else 
around. 
‘‘Get me Patakos or else.” 
The man said he 
came from 
‘‘occupied Palestine” but did not give 
his name. 
He appeared first at the glass front 
doors of the local office of El Al, the 
Israeli airline, located on Constitution 
Square, the busy center of the Greek 
capital. 
As he swung open the outer doors, a 
security guard inside spotted his 
submachine gun and tripped the 
automatic lock on the inner doors.

The gunman, meanwhile, ran into 
the luxurious Amalia Hotel and 
rounded up 15 persons in the lobby. 
A high-ranking police official 
entered but could not talk to the man 
because of language difficulties. The 
official said he appeared highly 
nervous and attributed his burst of 
gunfire to this. 
The man demanded to speak to a 
foreign journalist, and Dopoulos, a 
native of New Rochelle, N. Y., was 
invited in. Using an Arab-English 
translator, they talked under a marble 
stairway with the hostages nearby. 
The man held the submachine gun in 
one hand as he talked and a grenade in 
the other. Another grenade was in his 
pocket, and two revolvers were on the 
floor at his feet. 
After their conversation, Dopoulos 
left the hotel and told the police what 
had been said. Then police officials re­ 
entered the hotel and tried to negotiate 
directly with the man.

Nixon Plan: Tight Money 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s economic policy now consists 
of tight money, a tight budget and tight 
wageprice controls. 
The question is whether the three 
together will cool off the booming 
economy and head the nation into a 
recession next year or do what Nixon 
wants: halt the inflationary spiral and 
lead to steady economic growth with a 
low unemployment rate. 
In his effort to take the steam out of 
the boom in price increases that began 
early this year, Nixon has clamped 
down harder on businesses with 
tougher price controls and has 
trimmed the federal budget to the 
point that he withheld billions of 
dollars appropriated by Congress.

Although price rises will be allowed, 
the President structured the system to 
prevent another big price bulge such 
as the one that occurred after Phase 2 
controls were removed. 
To strike another blow at inflation, 
he announced that he will try to trim 
several billion dollars from federal 
spending this fiscal year to balance 
federal budgets for the first time in 
years.

They also said the announcement of 
Phase 4 of President Nixon’s anti­ 
inflation program was unfavorable to 
the dollar.
